BOYD DISTRICT SCHOOL 
BOARD TAKES OFFICE 
Boyd, Sept. 7 (Spl.)—The en­ 
tire board of the Boyd Independ­ 
ent School District resigned here 
Thursday night and a new board 
chosen in an election last Satur­ 
day was sworn in. 
Bud Hayes, a Convair worker, 
was elected president of the new 
board. J. H. Bridges, a farmer, 
was named vice president, and 
James Petty, vice president of 
the Continental Sate Bank, was 
chosen secretary. 
Other new members chosen in 
last Saturday’s election are J. C. 
Niblett, 
civilian 
employee 
at 
Carswell Air Force Base; Ted 
Zorns, employee at Marine Air­ 
craft Corporation at Eagle Moun­ 
tain Lake, and Hershell Beau­ 
champ and Orville Smith, both 
farmers. 
There were 14 candidates on 
last Saturday’s ballot but none 
were members of the resigned 
board. 
The old board was asked re­ 
cently to resign by a group of 
farmers who protested high tax 
valuations, set by the board to 
issue bonds for construction of 
a new high school. 
In an agreement reached in 
district court at Decatur the old 
board agreed not to sell the 
bonds. 
Tax valuations remain 
the same as last year and collec­ 
tions have been transferred back 
to the Wise County tax collec­ 
tor’s office in Decatur. 
Petty said it would be four or 
five months before the new board 
takes any action on improve­ 
ments to the school building.

N HIS first letter to that problem- 
church of Corinth, their firs, 
pastor Paul urges the different 
parties in the church to remember 
above all that they are Christ’s peo­ 
ple rather than any one’s else.

In his letter to the PhUippians 
Paul says an even more striking 
thing. 
“I know that some are 
preaching Christ out of jealousy, to 
annoy me . • , but what does it mat­ 
ter?

The Farm ers Home Adminis­ 
tration in this county is authoriz­ 
ed to make or insure Farm De- 
velopement loans to enable farm 
owners to improve and develop 
their farms, carry on more diver­ 
sified and balanced agricultural 
programs, 
and 
produce 
with 
greater efficiency. 


Thus hundreds of small farm ­ 
ers may develop their farms to 
the point where they can effec­ 
tively put into practice the reco­ 
mmendations of the State Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, Soil Conser­ 
vation Service, 
and Extension 
Service. 


These loans offer families an 
opportunity to put their land In­ 
to good condition and Increase 
their production during the de­ 
fense period and have greater 
security and better homes in time 
of peace.
